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KERN RIVER DEER HERDS 
CONTINUE TO DECLINE BUT 


REASONS ARE STILL NOT CLEAR 


PORTERVILLE — 
herds in the Kern river 
watershed still continue to 
decline, as they have for some 
fifteen years, but reason for the 
decline has not been established. 

This is the finding of a group 
of sportsmen, state fish and 
game personnel, and . federal 
wildlife representatives, U.S. 
Forest. service, and Park service 
representatives following annual 
survey of the winter deer range, 
conducted over a_ three-day 
period at the end of last week. 

Similar surveys show that the 
problem of declining deer herds 
is prevalent in varying degree 
throughout California, and 
generally throughout the 
western states area. The Kern 
watershed herds seem to be 
among the hardest hit. 

Oscar Brunetti, for 18 years a 
wildlife pathologist with the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game, performed autopsies 
on two does killed during the 
survey trip. 

Both animals were in 
excellent condition; neither had 
any serious parasite problems;

both were carrying fawns; both | 


had apparently given birth to 
fawns last year but neither had 
raised them. 

Count during the survey 
showed 205 deer, compared to 
267 in a comparable count a 
year earlier. George Franklin, of 
Porterville, game manager in the 
state department of fish and 
game, estimated that there were 
10 fawns per 100 does in the 
deer herd, compared to an 
estimated 45 fawns per 100 does 
five years ago.

‘NO. 25 SHOULD BEABIGONE 


Somewhere along the line 25 years have gone by - a fact that we 
don’t like to look back at but a fact that also involves a pleasant 
expectation - the 25th annual Porterville fair that will be coming up 


_ The fair, started in connection with Patrons’ day on the 
Porterville High school campus, was initially underwritten by the 


Porterville chamber of commerce, but took off on its own after a 


couple of years. 


Its nine directors went “‘big time” back in the early 1950s, moved 
away from the high school to the Rocky Hill arena, produced a 
five-day event featuring a spectacular Pageant of Porterville, and 
came out in the red by nearly $10,000. 

Question then was, “Do we take another shot or do we fold the 


fair as too ambitious?”’ 


Eventual decision of directors was to try again - this time in 
the Porterville Municipal ballpark. Unpaid bills were held over by 
understanding citizens, the format of the fair was changed to pretty 
much its present form, and the first fair in the ballpark ended up in 


the black. 


But there was still a stack of unpaid bills, and it was at this point 
that Violet Carpenter came to the rescue by providing enough 
interest free money, on a note signed by fair directors, to pay up all 


the due bills. 


From then on, the fair began to develop into a great community 
project. Thousands of donated man hours went into development of 
fair facilities; participation came from city slickers and country 
cousins; money that was earned above operating expenses went back 
into fair facilities improvement; finally the note to Mrs. Carpenter 
was paid off. And the fair continued to grow not only in expanding 
programs but in community acceptance. 
Today, the Porterville fair is the largest event of its kind in 
California that operates without aid of state funds. 
This year, 1972, will be a special year for the Porterville fair - the 
25th year - the quarter-of-a-century year - the silver anniversary year. 
We hope that this year exhibitors, directors, committee chairmen, 
department heads, and all of the several hundred persons involved in 
production of the fair will come up with an extra effort - an effort 


that will make No. 25 No. 1.

FOOD SERVICE IS IMPROVED BY NEW EQUIPMENT 


BEING USED IN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL DISTRICT 


PORTERVILLE — An 
improved system of food 
distribution to school cafeterias 
in the Porterville Elementary 
district that involves use of some 
$16,000 worth of new 
equipment is working out well, 
according to school officials. 


“‘And we are particularly - 


proud of the fact that this new 
equipment was purchased 
without expenditure of tax 
money,” says Dr. Jim Shelton, 
chairman of the Porterville 
Elementary School district 
board of trustees. 

Delivered during the past 
three weeks and now in service 
are two small-van-type trucks 
designed to carry food from 
school kitchens at Bartlett and 
Vandalia-Pioneer to other 
schools in the district. 

Special equipment used in 
connection with the trucks 
includes six hot carts and six 
cold carts, plus stainless steel 
pots and pans that fit the carts 


, and serving tables at the various 


school cafeterias. 

Under the present medl 
service schedule, Bartlett, 
Belleview, Roche, Westfield and 
West Putnam are supplied out of 
the Bartlett kitchen; Vandalia, 
Pioneer, Doyle and Olive out of 
the Vandalia-Pioneer kitchen. 

At present 2,565 meals are 
being served daily at a cost to 
elementary students of 40 cents 
per meal. = 

For many years 
transportation of food to 
schools from central kitchens 
has been on a makeshift basis, 
with pots and pans of food being 
carried in pickups, the back seats 
and trunks of cars, or in any way 
that food service personnel 
could devise. 

Under the new system the 
hot and cold carts are filled in 
the kitchen where the food is 
prepared then are moved by

truck to school cafeterias where 
hot carts are plugged in to keep 
food warm until it is served. 
Insulated cold carts keep such 
food as salads and desserts cool 
until served. : 

Eventually, it is planned to 
take care of all elementary 
district food preparation in the 
Vandalia-Pioneer kitchen, which 
is essentially a modern kitchen 
and would need only increased 
cold storage space to service the 
entire district. 

Purchase of the new 
equipment and development of 
the present food distribution 
system came after a study by a 
citizen’s committee composed of 
Hal Campbell, John Corzine, 
Sally Cummings, Ralph 
Aldridge, Patricia Sanborn, and 
Virginia Williams, with assistance 
from Jack Roberts, who is in 
charge of food services for 
Porterville schools, and from 
Jake Rankin, assistant 
superintendent: for business 
services, Porterville schools. 

In addition to upgrading the 
cafeteria food service, snack bars 
were also set up at the district’s 
two junior high schools - Bartlett 
and Pioneer upon 
recommendation of the citizen’s 
committee. 

How can a school lunch be 
served for 40 cents and the food 
service operate at a profit? 

Rankin explains it this way: 
“To be strictly honest, what we 
call profit does involve certain 
subsidies that come from tax 
money outside the district. In 
.each 40-cent meal is about six 
cents that we get through state 
and federal programs, about one 
and a third cents in subsidy of 
milk costs, and about eight cents 
worth of surplus food that 
comes to the district virtually 
without direct cost. And we do 
not charge amortization of 
cafeteria buildings and

“But all other food costs, all 
other expenses, and salaries that ‘ 
amount to an annual payroll of 
$82,000 is charged against the 
food service operation. ~ 

“Some years there is no 
margin of profit, in other years 
we accumulate money, for 
instance last year we were 
$7,000 in the black. The money 
that we do accumulate goes for 
equipment replacement . and 
modernization, also to cover 
deficits when they occur.” 

Under present plans, the 
Porterville Elementary district’s 
food services program will reach 
its ultimate goal - preparation of. 
food in a single kitchen - if the 
currently-proposed elementary 
district bond issue carries on 
February 8. 

Covered in this bond issue is_ 
Provision for necessary.

Vandalia-Pioneer kitchen and 
replacement of the Bartlett 
campus building that does not 
comply with Field act provisions 
and that now houses the Bartlett 
kitchen and cafeteria.

WILL CONSIDER 
DOG ORDINANCE 


PORTERVILLE - Porterville 
city council will be considering 
an animal control ordinance for 
the city, at its February 15 
meeting. 

Consideration of the 
ordinance stems from a city staff 
report presented to the council 
at its January 4 meeting, 


recommending that the council — 


consider a new approach to leash 
. laws and animal control. 

The staff report recommends 
that the Tulare County Uniform 
Animal Control provisions 
concerning dogs and rabies also 
be retained. Staff research 
indicates that penalizing animal 
owners is a more realistic 


_ approach to the problem than 


punishment of animals. 

Under this proposal, staff 
recommendations state that in 
the case of violation, the Police 
Department will cite the owner 
for violation, with a fine of $25 
for the first offense, $50 for the 
second offense, and forfeiture of 
the dog on the third offense. 

The report also drew 
attention to the ever-increasing 
population of dogs in Porterville 
and Tulare county, and 
recommended that one method 
of dealing with this problem 
could be a restriction on the 


number of dogs allowed per: 


residential unit. 

As for treatment of nuisance 
dogs in the form of vicious or 
continuous barking or whining 
dogs that disturb neighbors, they 
would be regulated by an 
ordinance provision making it a 
misdemeanor to harbor such 
animals in the area not suitably 
zoned,

rate of survival, with apparent 
maximum loss occuring shortly 
after fawns are weaned. 

Speculation is that fawn loss 
involves some sort of nutritional 
problem, but exactly what 
problem and what the solution 
might be have not been 
determined. There seems to be 
no reason to believe that fawn 
loss from predators is much, if 
any, greater than through past 
years. 

Members of the deer survey 
party believe that study of 
conditions on summer ranges is 
in order, and as a start Forest 
Service Fire guards will be 
enlisted next summer to watch 
the habits and action of deer in 
their areas. 

Improvement of winter range 
forage is planned through a 
Forest Service controlled burn 
program.
